Protest sparks tussle

Athlete aid could receive hike

Legislation being debated at the 
state Capitol may provide some 
Sacramento State athletes with a 
financial aid package in hopes of 
boosting graduation rates. 

SB 661, introduced by. Sen. 
Carole Migden, D-San_ Francisco, 
would establish a six-year pilot pro- 
gram starting in 2006 at six 
California State University campus- 
es yet to be determined. 
~The program would give finari- 
cial aid to first-year athletes with full 


Senate bill would give financial aid 
for athletes to six CSU campuses 


or partial scholarships to pay for up 


to four summer school sessions and 
an additional semester after the stu- 


dent’s athletic eligibility has expired. 


The pilot program would include 
a maximum of 10 student athletes, 
representing 4 maximum of two 
teams per participating campus, 
selected by the board of trustees or 
their designee. 

If the bill is signed by Gov. 
Amold Schwarzenegger this sum- 


mer, the CSU board of trustees will 
have to decide what six campuses 
will be chosen to participate in the 
program. 

The board of trustees would fund 
the program with a combination of gen- 
eral-purpose revenues, alumni dona- 
tions, and any authorized campus fees. 
_ The trustees would track the 
progress of the selected athletes and 
present a report to lawmakers in 2011. 

The Senate Education 


Committee approved the bill on May 
4 and now it waits for a hearing date 
in the Senate Appropriations 
Committee. 

Migden introduced the bill on the 
heels of a March 11 report in the 
Chronicle of Higher Education that 
documents the efforts of the NCAA 
to improve overall graduation rates 
of college athletes. 

The NCAA uses an academic 
progress rate, which measures how 
well athletes are doing in the class- 
room and whether they stay enrolled.

Program wins battle over funding

The Associated Students Inc. finance and budget 
committee voted Monday to take $5,000 in funding 
away from three campus programs to help fund the 
Lesbian, Bisexual, Gay, Transgender, Intersex, Ally 
and Queer program in the 2005-2006 budget. 

The finance and budget committee voted to redi- 
rect $1,500 from the Women’s Resource Center and 
$1,750 each from the cultural affairs program and 
Career Center to support the program. 

Despite the reduction, the cultural affairs pro- 
gram would still receive the largest increase in fund- 
ing out of the 18 programs requesting grants, with

$43,250. 

In the 2004-2005 budget, cultural affairs received 
$34,515. 

The Women’s Resource Center grants would drop to 
$30,000 and the Career Center would drop to $15,091. 

James Shelby II, newly elected ASI president 
Angel Baraja, and Colleen Ripchick, all ASI board 
members, make up the budget and finance committee. 

Barajas said the decision to take funding away from 
all three programs will not have a significant negative 
impact. 

“It’s not taking away from student jobs, they’re 
still able to run efficiently,” Barajas said. 

As for cultural affairs, Barajas said it was a hard deci- 
sion, but the program will “not be affected too much.”

Students plan-to strike for second time 
because contract demands are not met

Teaching assistants, grading assistants and instructional student 
aides have united, ready to strike on Thursday because of unre- 
solved labor disputes. 

The California Alliance of Academic Student Employees, a 
union for California State University student teaching assistants, 
grading assistants and instructional assistants,has decided to strke, 
citing the CSU’s chronic unfair labor practices and its failure to 
produce a contract that meets its demands. 

Last December, the group went on strike for one day. The union 
first organized in January 2004 but was not recognized by the CSU 
system until August’ 2004. 

“People really want (the strike) to happen,” said Xochitl tbe 
who works for the University Union and currently attends 
Sacramento State. “The university is aa and we’re up against 
the end of the semester.” 

The union is asking for a guaranteed 12 percent pay increase,

New OneCards are being issued to Sacramento State students, 
faculty and staff in compliance with a new law, SB 25, designed to 
prevent identity theft. 

The law went into effect at the beginning of the year, but the 
CSU system received an extension and has until July 1 to comply. 

The extension was given to make sure that the CSU system was 
able to comply with the law given its resources, said Patricia 
Cuocco, senior director for technology advice and policy for the 
CSU chancellor’s office. 

One of the provisions of SB 25 is the removal of social securi- 
ty numbers from identification cards such as Sac State’s OneCards. 

“Every campus is now aware they cannot use the social securi- 
ty number,” Cuocco said. 

“In order for us to comply (with SB 25), we had to stop using 
all ID cards using the social security number,” said Ronald Grant, 
director of University Support Services. 

New OneCards will use their own unique numbers for identifi- 
cation. 

When Sac State fully adopts the new PeopleSoft software, 
OneCards will use the new student identification numbers. 


The OneCards issued before then will not have to be updated.

Survey tracks travel

University seeks new faculty

Sacramento State officials are 
optimistic that the university will 
attain the suggested amount of full- 
time faculty as a nationwide search 
is conducted for next fall. 

“Our hope is that we will know 
by commencement which searches 
are completed and which are can- 
celled,” said David Wagner, vice 
president for Human Resources. 

So far, 13 of the 36 searches 
have been completed and five have 
been cancelled. Sixteen still await 
completion, of which Wagner 
thought 12 should be filled. This 
would amount to between 25 and 
30 new full-time faculty in the fall. 

The reasons why some searches 
were cancelled cannot be disclosed 
at this time, but a report investigat- 
ing those reasons will be released in 
June or July, Wagner said. 

“Typically, about 80 percent of 
searches are successful,” said Paul 
Noble, Academic Affairs associate 
vice-president for planning and budget. 

Openings are announced in the 
Higher Education Chronicle, on the 
Sac State Web site and in various 


other publications. 

Individual departments search in 
their specific fields, as well. 

All of the searches currently 
being conducted are for full-time 
faculty. Part-time faculty members 
are hired in August by the individ- 
ual departments, Wagner said. 

CSU system guidelines suggest 
that 75 percent of all faculty be full- 
time, Noble said. 

In the latter half of the ’90s, Sac 
State was unable to achieve that per- 
centage. Last fall, however, full- 
time faculty accounted for 72 per- 
cent, and Noble said Sac State could 
be at the 75 percent goal by next fall 
if all goes well. 

Because of budget uncertainties, 
this year there were fewer faculty 
searches than in years past. Last 
year, there were 40 new hires. 

Since fall of 2000, there have 
been 338 full-time faculty hired at 
Sac State, Wagner said. 

The reason so many full-time 
faculty members are needed is that 
they perform outside duties in addi- 
tion to teaching classes. 


Full-time faculty members are | 


required to do academic advising and 
participate in faculty governance. 


Part-time faculty members, 
however, spend more time actually 
teaching classes, Wagner said. 

‘Hiring new permanent faculty 
does not increase or decrease current 
numbers of classes,” Noble said. 

Laurel Heffernan, the associate 
dean for the College of Natural 
Sciences and Mathematics, said her 
college requested five searches for 
new faculty for the fall. So far, two 
positions have been filled. The 
search for new chemistry profes- 
sors, however, has been cancelled. 

If all the searches were success- 
ful, it would cost Sac State 
$500,000, Noble said. The searches 
are conducted on the assumption 
that a new full-time faculty member 
will replace one or more current 


part-time faculty members. 


The average full-time faculty 
salary is $57,000 per year, Wagner 
said. This is $2,000 less than the CSU 
system average, but the systemwide 
average takes into account schools in 


- Los Angeles, San Francisco and San 


Diego, where the cost of living is 
higher than in Sacramento.

The war in Iraq was not to bring 
democracy to the Middle East, but 


about profit for the United States, — 


said Bill Dorman, a Sacramento 
State government professor. 

Dorman and fellow government 
professors Bill Fozouni and John 
Syer marked the two-year anniver- 
sary of the war in Iraq with a panel 
discussion in the Hinde Auditorium 
on May 4. 

They spoke to a full house. 

The trio talked about how - the 
Bush administration pressured its 
intelligence analysts to “confirm what 
Bush wanted to hear,” Syer said. 

Fozouni, a native of Iran, spoke 
about how the people of Iraq and the 

‘ United States have very different 
definitions of democracy. 

_ “There is no question that the 
ideals of democracy are popular 
universally..and especially in. the 

4 Middle East,’ Fozouni . said.

but Clara Potes-Fellow, public infor- 
mation officer, for the chancellor’s 


office, said the two groups were far 


from reaching an agreement. 

‘What they’re asking for is unreal- 
istic,” Potes-Fellow said. “It would

Looking at Patrick Sanger, a bright- 
eyed, smiling 2-year-old, one would never 
know he was at the hospital the day before 


‘receiving chemotherapy for his histiocyto- 


sis, a rare, potentially fatal blood disease 
affecting only five in a million people, 
mostly children. 


Ahistiocyte is a form of white blood cell and 


is used by the body to fight off infections. 
Patients with histiocytosis have too many of 
these histiocytes and they attack different organs 
of the body as if they were a foreign object. 

Because of the low number of people 
affected by this disease there has been very 
little research done regarding it and scien- 
tists don’t even know what causes the dis- 
ease, much less how to cure it. 


This is why Patrick’s parents have spent the 


last ten months putting together A Night of Hope, 


a fundraiser that will be held at the Sacramento 


State Alumni Center on Saturday. 

Pam Sanger was a lecturer in the com- 
munications department at Sac State from 
1998 until this spring when she had to give 
up her classes to take care of Patrick. 

The fundraiser is expected to raise. close 
to $40,000, the amount it costs to do one 
research project on histiocytosis, which will 
be donated to the Histiocytosis Association 
of America. 

“When we took Patrick in to be treated the 
nurses would all come into Patrick’s room 
because they wanted to see what the disease 
looked like.

THEFT OPPORTUNITY 


is week’s news that new OneCards will 
~ be available beginning on May 26 is 


Sacramento State’s attempt at compli- 
ance with SB25, a bill that prohibits the use of 
social security numbers on identification cards 
— given the rapid rise of identity theft, it comes 
not a moment too soon. 

Students should be concerned that their 
social security number has been so freely used 
as their student identifier on this campus. This 
number, along with birth dates, is used to give 
back test scores, register for classes, change 
one’s address and receive grades. 

Think about the number of papers you have 
submitted to professors with your social secu- 
rity number prominently displayed; the num- 
ber of e-mails. 

Criminals with enough information can use 
a SSN to rent an apartment, open credit cards, 
write checks, buy a car and even get a drivers 
license. 

Problems with identity theft don’t stop with 
the loss of money and the hassle it takes to con- 
vince credit card companies that it was some- 
one else who charged $2,000 worth of shoes to 
your card. Years later the effects of identity 
theft can be felt when trying to buy a house or 
get a job because if a criminal record was 
obtained with the use of one’s fake drivers 
license then employers will think you were 
committing crimes. 


The fact is that Sacramento reported the 
fourth highest number of identity theft cases in 
California last year. California reported the 
most cases overall with 43,839 cases in 2004 
and that number has been increasing by 10,000 
Cases per year. 

The Federal Trade Commission found that 
the most common victims, 29 percent, of iden- 
tity theft are aged 18-29. This also happens to 
be the age most people are attending college. It 
is no coincidence that the number of identity 
thefts is so high among college aged adults 
when their SSN and other private information 
is so freely used within the university. 

Redesigning and re-issuing OneCards is an 
important first step in protecting our privacy, 
but it is not enough. While social security num- 
bers will be removed from OneCards, there 
doesn’t seem to be an effort to. move away 
from using social security numbers as identifi- 
cation numbers. That step needs to take place 
to ensure that opportunistic criminals will not 
invade our privacy this year or 10 years from 
now. 

Technology has often been blamed for the 


- number of cases of identity theft in this nation, 


but students and administrators who are not 
vigilant about keeping this information secret 
are to blame as well.

The government issued a state- 
ment on May 3, saying that young 
people who smoke marijuana at an 


- early age are more likely to develop 


mental health disorders, such as 
depression and. schizophrenia. 
However, it is arguable whether 
marijuana is the cause of these dis- 
orders, or if young people who start- 
ed smoking marijuana early were 
simply predisposed to have mental 
disorders anyway. 

One study, by the Substance 
Abuse and Mental Health Services 
Administration, found adult mari- 
juana smokers who first began 
using the drug before age 12 were 
twice as likely to have suffered a 
serious mental illness in the past 
year as those who began smoking 
after 18. 

“T first smoked weed when I was 
13,.and I’m not depressed or schiz- 
ophrenic,” said Jason Andrew, an 
English major. 

Senior Jessica Rojo said she 
believes marijuana is an experimen- 
tal gateway drug, but she doubts 
that it causes serious mental illness. 

“All my friends who used mari- 
juana are fine,” Rojo said. |

the same as seeing red 


ince the last election, we’ ve 
S all become familiar with the 
concept of red states and 
blue states. Those who sent their 
archaic electoral votes to 
Republicans George Bush and 
Dick Cheney, particularly states 
in the South and Midwest, were 
filled in red by the networks, 
whereas those siding with 
Democrats John Kerry and John 
Edwards, generally states along 
the West Coast, in the Rust Belt 
and the Northeast, were tinted 
blue to indicate their allegiance. 
Yet the concept of red versus 
blue goes far deeper than the 
paint-by-region maps on CNN or 
Fox News. One of the biggest 
factors in turning crucial states a 
particular color was the money 
spent there by each campaign. 
That money came — in one form 
or another — from the pockets of 
everyday citizens, including 
every single student at 
Sacramento State. When a stu- 
dent makes a decision to buy 
books from Amazon.com or a 
comparable Web site, rather than 
at the bookstore on campus, 
some fraction of that purchase 
gets spent on a candidate’s cam- 
paign for public office. The polit- 
ical leanings of the party or can- 
didates to whom that money is 
donated can be unsettling if the 
buyer is not aware. 
With regard to textbooks, for 
example, money spent at 
‘Amazon.com likely ends up sup-

according to BuyBlue.com, a 
Web site devoted to encouraging 
consumers to shop at progres- 
sive-minded 
Conversely, if students wanted to 
spend their money at businesses 
supporting only Democrats with 
their political donations, 
BuyBlue would recommend 
Barnes & Noble or Powell’s. 
These distinctions are not 
trivial ones. Every day — even 
outside the traditional campaign 
season — Americans vote with 
their shopping dollars by sup- 
porting companies that will even- 
tually spend huge sums support- 
ing and sponsoring political par- 
ties and candidates. Granted, the 
actual percentage of each sale 
being placed in the coffers of 
political causes is usually quite 
small, but the accumulation of 
sales does indeed make an 
impact. Thus, an organized group 
with an informed agenda can 
boycott a merchant known for 
extremely conservative political 
spending and shift the balance of 
its members’ spending toward 
blue companies. | 
Firmly blue and going ‘out for 
dinner? Skip the fast food. 
Almost all of the major outlets 
are red. But if you can’t shake the

companies.: 


percent red) over McDonald’s 
(94 percent red). Buying a new 
computer? Try a Gateway (84 
percent blue) over a Dell (88 per- 
cent red), or better yet, a Mac (99 
percent blue). 

Using these examples, it’s 
easy to see that resources like 
BuyBlue can just as easily be 
used to fulfill conservative ends. 
A politically motivated red shop- 
per can go online and find that 
while Target and Wal-Mart are 
both red, Target is redder and 
perhaps more deserving of a con- 
servative shopper’s dollar-votes. 

Yet perhaps the most intrigu- 
ing option with this database of 
political donations at-hand is not 
that of red versus blue; it’s to 
spend money at businesses that 
concern themselves with busi- 
ness rather than politics. 
Companies that steer clear of 
partisan politics earn a 50 percent 
white-dot rating at BuyBlue. The 
influence that business contribu- 
tors can wield in partisan politics 
with their dollars obscures so 
much of what’s really at stake, 
that “We the People” become 
pawns tossed back-and-forth 
between the competing wills of 
elites and the ultra-rich. Though I 
will buy from a blue company 
before I vote my dollars at a red 
one, a better route may be found 
by buying from those white-dot- 
ted companies first, as a way of 
thanking them for leaving poli- 
tics to the people.

“T pulled her arm off of the sign; she kicked me 
pretty hard,” Storms said. “I used a minimal -amount 
of force to restrain her.” 

Storms has been speaking on behalf of Street 
Ministries since 2004 at various demonstrations 
across the United States. 

“Our group goes to different colleges across the 
country; we want to deal with two major social issues: 
abortion and homosexuality,” said Street Ministries 
member Aaron Beay. 

Many students in addition to Dexter protested the 
Street Ministries demonstration, which lasted for 
about three hours. 





People surrounding the demonstration got into 


arguments with Storms as well as with each other. 

The group continued its protest with several offi- 
cers standing near the demonstration to prevent any 
further incidents. 

“You don’t change people by creating distur- 
bances like this,” said Jonathan Armstrong, a junior

tion would be able to see her group’s writing. 

“Tm all for freedom of speech; the problem I have 
is when it’s affecting students,” Sugiyama said. “They 
were preaching hate, and I had some students go to 
class after (the demonstration) upset. When it starts 
affecting students’ education, then there’s a problem.” 

Sac State passed amendments in the policies regu- 
lating the time, place and manner of individual expres- 
sion and conduct on campus July 3, 2000. 

Sac State permits full expression of beliefs through 
any means, including protests and demonstrations that 
do not incite or, promote illegal activity or disrupt the 
educational process, according to these amendments. 

The policy also states that the rules will not be used 
to impinge upon the lawful exercise of constitutional- 
ly protected rights of freedom of speech and assembly. 

Numerous attempts to contact the police officers 
involved in the incident were unsuccessful.

The ASI board will vote on the committee’s recommendation 
to redirect funds from the three programs at today’s meeting. 
Patricia Grady, coordinator of the Women’s Resource 


Center, was one of many supporters of the program who 


spoke to the board in hopes of changing its mind. 
“T’m really proud of the board taking that stand to support our 
differences and send a clear message,” Grady said. 


Lori Varlotta, vice president of Student Affairs, made a. 


promise to the program that the Student Affairs office will 
also dedicate $5,000 from their general fund, in addition to the 


$5,000 ASI will give. 


A total of 18 programs received ASI grants. The total amount 
of grant funding for all the programs will be more than $260,000. 
Bonnie Sugiyama, director of the Lesbian, Bisexual, Gay, 
Transgender, Intersex, Ally and Queer program, said she was 
pleased about the decision. 
. “My only hope is they don’t take the majority of the fund- 
ing from the Women’s Resource Center,’ Sugiyama said. 

If the changes are approved today, the ASI budget would set 
aside $30,000 in grants for the Women’s Resource Center, down 
from the $31,500 originally dedicated. 

Shelby said he’s against taking money away from 
Recreational Sports because they serve about 2,000 students. 

Under the budget proposal, Rec Sports would receive 


- $53,764 in ASI grants, an increase of $3,853 from the 2004- 


2005 budget. 

Josh Wood, outgoing ASI president, said he will support 
the original budget proposal, but not the committee’s.recom- 
mendation. Wood. believes the university is creating pro- 
grams that neither they nor ASI can adequately fund. 

Educational Opportunities Program, a retention program 
for low socio-economic students, would receive $7,000 
under the budget proposal. 

‘These are all university programs and they’re coming to 
us for help every year,’ Wood said. “The Student Affairs 
office needs to take more responsibility.”

All these instruments are present in 
“Gnomusy,” to help create a unique blend 
of musical melodies.

In the pamphlet of his CD, Caballero 
writes about his inspirations for some of 
his songs. He was inspired by nature, 
landscape and history while writing 
many of his works. 

‘TJ usually bring a tape recorder with 
me on long walks through the forests,” he 
writes. “In them, I annotate ideas, sounds 
and even effects. New melodies appear 
suddenly anytime.”

Once again, questions began running through our 
minds like: Was it the toilet flushing that created the 
noise or the nightly news we watched on television 
yesterday? 

The final straw came when the owner suddenly 
walked through the door without any notice at all to 
announce that he had heard too many complaints and 

wanted a meeting to be called to solve the situation. 

Our rental agreement, which for once I had read 
thoroughly page for page, explicitly said that the owner 
had to announce his arrival 24 hours in advance and 
that “no loud booming noise” should be heard after 8 
p.m. Nowhere in the agreement did it say that the ten- 
ants couldn’t make any noise whatsoever after 8 p.m. 

In addition to these breaches of our contract, the 
owner began piling on more requests for us to adhere 
to, after everything had already been signed. Tedious

“Wax’ scary, but that’s it

Poor Paris Hilton. Heiress to 
millions with her first major role in 
the thriller “House of Wax,” and 
how do the fans respond?

Hilton aside, “House of Wax” 
exceeded expectations. A teen hor-

tions, but it was 
scary, and already 
that was more than 
expected. 

Add in a semi-interesting plot, 
occasional good acting, and some 
self-deprecating humor, and you’ ve 
got a genuinely OK horror. 

As a group of Louisiana teens 
embark on their doomed roadtrip, 
we’re given minimal characteriza- 
tion and plot development, most of 
which could have been discarded. 
We also get the reassurance that no, 
Paris Hilton can’t act.

ing experience all the same. 
Deranged brothers Bo and Vincent, 
both played by Brian Van Holt 
(“Whipped,’ “Black Hawk 
Down’), attack anyone who crosses 
their path and cast the living victims 
in hot wax. 

The entire town that the brothers 
live in is populated by their victims, 
each left to die inside wax figures. 
The eerie presence of live. people 
beneath many intricate wax figures, 
all of which reportedly took seven 
months to create, combined with 
the terrifying gore of characters’ 
attacks and deaths make up most of 
the scare in the film. 

Hilton’s death leaked to the pub- 
lic early on, but otherwise it was dif- 
ficult to predict who would survive, 
what with all of them being so 
attractive and all. The suspense 
makes even skeptics jump to the 
edge of their seats. 

Elisha Cuthbert (“24,” “Girl 
Next Door’) plays Carly, the film’s 
star, not for having the most lines, 
but simply for delivering them the 
most believably. Wax figure No. 6 
comes in at a close second. 

Flaws in the movie are not all 
because of underdeveloped actors. 
Some plot twists and character 
choices were just plain unbeliev- 


able, no matter who was involved. 
For example, why would Hilton 
strip tease for her boyfriend as a pre- 
cursor to telling him she’s pregnant? 
Newbie director Jaume Serra 
thought he could tie together char- 
acter development, plot progression 
and lingerie in a feasible, cohesive 
manner, but doesn’t succeed with 
any of them. 

The major sub-plot involves sib- 
ling rivalry between Carly and her 
brother Nick, played by that guy 
from “One Tree Hill,” that vaguely 
parallels the stresses between the 
film’s deranged sibling killers ... 
vaguely. This is the only characteri- 
zation or underlying plot that could 
have been interestingly developed, 
but instead we saw far too much of 
Carly with her boyfriend, that other 
guy from Gilmore Girls. 

Picking apart the: flaws in 
“House of Wax” is a waste of time, 
but watching it is not. The selling 
point for this film is not that it’s an 
awe-inspiring piece of cinema, it’s 
that you don’t have anything better 
to do. Take a date, quiet your inner 
Critic, get thoroughly creeped out ... 
and wait for Paris Hilton to die.

» Team Sleep, made up of five vet- 
erans of the Sacramento music 
‘scene, released its self-titled debut 
album on Tuesday after a writing and 
recording process that took over five 
years. 

' The band is led by vocalist Chino 
Moreno, also the front-man of the 
Deftones, arguably the most influen- 
tial band to ever come out of 
Sacramento. 

However, those expecting the 
mosh-inducing, headbanging sound 
normally associated with the 
‘Deftones is in for a big surprise with 
‘Team Sleep. | 
‘On this recording, Moreno ditch- 
‘es his trademark screaming vocals 
over crunching guitars and opts 
instead for soothing, softer lyrics 
placed over experimental drumbeats 
and dreamy sounding guitars. 

This setting is provided by gui- 
tarist Todd Wilkinson, who spends 
his time away from the band as an 
English student at Sacramento State. 

DJ Crook, 
who can also 
be seen spin- 
ning records, 
at the 
Monkey Bar 
on select 
nights, drives 
the sound by 
mastering 
turntables 
and electron- 
ic drumbeats. 
Drummer
